The Infantry still held to it* excellent standards and was not "emplrialized" 
oc was the. cavalry, It numbered some 3j000 hypastists and 3,000 men of the maee— 
-'Ionian ph; l. nx now divided into 10 battalions. Accompajaying the heavy infantry 
were tiie excellent Javelin men of Aggrian aoid a body of Cretean Archers (3 j 000 
men and 2,000 men respectively).

INDIANA : The army of King Porus consisted of 30,000 infantry and 3-4,000 cavalry.

1 -ino, which had allowed Alexander to make a surprise night crossing, also muddied 
the ground, to the effect that the Indian Bows which because of their size had 
to have one end rested on ther ground, were Caked with mud and thus rendered 
useless.

200 in number. 

Before relating the narrat'ive of the battle I would like to go into the use 
of ;lephants in battle. The use of Elephants was threefold; l) screen against 
cavalry (its most successful usage, example :Deiuctrius ' victory ft Ispus).2) to 
attack infantry (Porus* use.i 3H0 charge fortified positions ; Cava Iry frightened by 
their size and trumpetry were useless against them.Hydaspes River was the west's 
first encounter with elephants as at Guagamala they were not used. 
•Pii.; r BATTLE ;Upo.n receiving word of Alexander's continued advance into the Indus 
'/alley, King Porus occupied the Erst bank of the Hyda opos River , posting his 
elephants as pickets to guard the f >rd crossing. To cross the river, Alexander 
ordered his boats to be divided into 3 parts and convoyed to the Hydaspes River 
via wagons* Because of the elephants trumpctry, Alexander could not assault the 
the pickets across the river as the horses greatly fear elephants. Instead he 
resolved to use a series of feints designed to wear down the watch of the jndian 
pickets. Each night Alexander sent out his cavalry to give the impression of an 

t trek. Porys after several false alarms relaxed his vigil. Alexander wati now ready 
for the crossing. Splitting his force in two,he detailed Cra torus with 3,000 
cr v-"lry,3,000 infantry and 5,000 Indian Allies to hold Porus in position while 
he crossed with .5»<X>C- cavalry and some 10,000 infantry. That night admist a 
torrential rain-storm, Alexander crossed with his cavalry and next morning defeated 

" "^nnaissancc in force lead by Porus' son. Soon Alexander's infantry crossed 
over and they settled down to await battle the next day. Porus meanwhile, advanced 
to meet Alexander leaving only a small force behind to watch Craterus.Cratcrus 
h d been ordered to stay on the right bank unless all of Porus' elephants went 
against Alexander in which case Cretcrus was to cross and attack Porus' army in 
the rear. 

Porus 1 troops were deployed as follows: His elephants were in the front rank 
^urpose of warding off Alexander's horse and attacking the Hacedon 
infantry. Behind the elephants Porus deployed his spearmen in columns of 20 ranks

a rollers) well to the right and in advance of his infantry. 

Alexander's plan was as f ollowsjall Alexander's cavalry would defeat the 
luckier; i;rv lry nd prevent it from falling on the flanks of his infantry as they 
advanced and cnga god Porufts elephants and infantry. 

Po open the battle Alexander first sent his horse archers which proceeded to 
- I tack the exposed archers on Porus' left flank. Alexander then sent hipparchies 
amder Gooiims to his left flank, hidden by r hill. Porus, seeing only half of . 
eloxander «s cavalry present , massed his cavalry on his left and 

eh .- ,rgod,As Alexander engaged with the Indian Cava lry, Coenus, seeing the ruse work, 
turned b ck to the right and attacked the enemy oavalry in'iihe rear. 

j'ith the defeat of the Indian Cavalry it was now safe for the Macedonian 
.u.f entry to advance. The first of the infantry to close was Aggrian's excellent 
J vol in men who proceeded to disrupt the line bf elephants. Then the main body 
of the infantry closed and were sent reeling backwards. A second more determined 
attack linnally succeeded and here* a hammer and blow type action continued for 
quite some time. Alexander led his cavalry to the Indian roar to encircle the 
Indian Army. The elephants were used as mobile platforms for the Indian dart 

--" a '-'^rc successful in pinning the Macedonian Phalanx and curtailing 
any maneuvering. Eventually the superior training of the Macedonians cam© into its 
ov.tl and the Indian infantry was pushed back into the elephants. The elephants, 
throughout the battle hod provided support for the infantry, but the Maccdon 
irdk ntry closed too fast for an elephant charge and by the end of .the battle 
rriost of the elephants had cither been captured or stampeded. Evening saw the end 
of the battle when the Indians had been 6oiplctcly routed and Craterus finnally 
'• J "" 1 ' 11 " the pursuit.
